Samuol's seat was invariably

DOUGLAS TILDEN, THE FAMOUS 

SCULPTOR — RECENT NOTABLE 

PIECES — HIS STUDENT DAYS.

In a pathetically humorous paper 
inspired liy his own deafness the 
late James Payn once suggested 
some sort of an order of merit for 
those heroes of the intellect who, 
unconquerable by physical disabili- 
ties, struggled and won success in 
their art. Robert Louis Stevenson, 
bravest and sunniest of spirits, he 
thought should lie the grand com- 
mander of the legion. Blind Mil- 
ton, crippled Pope, Cowper, Lamb 
and many more would have stood 
high upon its roll. Paul Leicester 
Fonl could have put in a good 
claim for its medal. For himself, 
Payn made a modest plea for a 
.scrap of the rilibon of the order. 

I wonder what Payn would have 
thought of Douglas TilJen, the 
deaf-mute sculptor of the Pacific 
Coast 

Tilden was in Chicago last w«ek 
superintending the casting of one of 
his statues at the American Bronze 
Foundry, and incidentally looking 
around at such public monuments 
as we can boast of, visiting the Art 
Institute collections and making 
the acquaintance of local artists. 

Few besides artist.* met the rather 
reserved Californian. Those who 
did encountered a .solid, well set up 
man of forty-odd, with a whole- 
some, sunburned face and a speak- 
ing ej'e, who would greet them with 
an afi'able gesture and take out his 
pocket pad for conversation. 

No one neeu ask personal ques- 
tions, IS the main facts of his 
career are generally known — hear- 
ing lost »V8 a conqusence of scarlet 
fever in childhood, courageous de- 
termination to make life worth liv- 
ing in spite of this handicap, steady 
work at home in California, 
student days in Paris, recognition 
at the Salon. Then professor of 
sculpture of the Art lustitute of 
the University of California, whert> 
he raise*! up many strong pupils 
and incidentally married one of 
the girls — a happy marriage bless- 
ed with children, who, though 
.idepts in the sign Unguage of their 
parents, are not themselves depriv- 
ed of hearing. 

To-day he has a home amon^ the 
pleasant gardens of Oakland, Is a 
member of the National Sculpture 
Society, the author of many impor- 
tant monuments and a man univer- 
s.>illy liked and respected in the 
place where he is best kown.

"Two Natures," a oast of which is 
at the Art Institute. 

" I think Barnard, of all Ameri- 
can sculptors, is the one who 
thinks most stupendously in 
sculpture." 

He appreciates St. Gaudens and 
Daniel French. No ; he has never 
met them " If they have been on 
the Pacific coast I have not known 
it." And the pencil seems to move 
relnciantly. He is now on his way 
to New York for the first time in 
tliirteen years. 

One would like him to see them 
both there, and, at all events, to 
see Daniel French's touching figure 
of Gallaudet teaching the little 
deaf-mute gii'l. 

A recently cast statue by Doug- 
las Tilden is that of Father 
Junipero Sena, the devoted Fran- 
ciscan friar who about one hundred 
and fifty years ago, preached to 
the Indians and founded for them 
tlie old mission of San Diego. He 
is representetl in the act of planting 
the cross upon the soil of California. 

" I have represente*! the face 
thinned liy hardship," and he 
touched his own cheeks to indicate 
hollow, " as I think it must have 
been," writes the sculptor, " but I 
decided to tone down the furrows a 
little, for, you know, the outdoor 
air will darken the bronze after a 
while and unduly emphasize them." 

At the time of the earthquake 
ana fire in San Francisco the padre 
had just been cast in plaster and 
stood in Mr. Tilden's studio in 
Oakland. Archtiishop Riordan 
came to see it thei-e, and so pleased 
was he that as he left tt e studio he 
lifted up his hand and blessed the 
statue. 

Some persons might say that this 
accounts for the gr(>nt figure's well- 
nigh miraculous escape. For in 
that seismic u|dieaval the ceilings 
of the house fell and the chimneys 
were shattei-ed clear down to the 
second floor. In the studio mauj^ 
clay sketches were broken, and 
many rnmlels of monuments and 
imaginary subjects, including 
studies from life to utilize in the 
larger works, but the padre escaped 
uninjured, as he had escaped so 
many perils in life. Marks on the 
floor showed that the rollers under 
him had moved three inches back 
and forth, nnd around. 

Mr. Tilden was then at Portland, 
Oregon, erecting his monument to 
tlie Oregon volunteers. Not for a 
deaf-mute are smoking-r<Miin con- 
versations, or participations in hotel 
chat, so it happeneti he knew no- 
thing about the oataslrophe until 
twenty-four hours later, when the 
flaring headlines of a paper caught 
his eye. He could neither get into 
telegraphic communication with his 
family nor take a train liaok to see 
for himself. 

" The wildest rumors were cot, 
wliich made suspense woi'se than 
the occurrence itself," he wrote. 

As soon as he could get through 
he made his way to his home, to 
find it injured, indeed, bnt not be- 
yond repair, and his family safe, 
although some of the children of 

his brain had gone. 

* * * 

Few patriotic memorials are as 
original and as sti-iking as Tilden's 
monument to the California Volun- 
teers. When the troops returned 
from Manila and San Francisco 
went wild with enthusiasm over 
them, there was left from the 
|i(u'>,000 raised for their reception 
some $'25,000, which it was decided 
to put into bronze and granite, and 
this was the outcome. 

The group consists of a prostrate 
soldier and an officer about to fall ; 
above them the goddess of war, 
with madly flying draperies, urges 
on a winged horse. 

" The idea — oh, I think I dream- 
ed it," till" sculptor replies to ques- 
tions. 

"Th<- ...i.-i. ilioughl is llial llie 
body dies, bnt the spirit goes on. 
When I start a subject I carry only 
one idea day and night for moutiis 
In modeling that group I continu- 
ally said to myself : ' War is all 
horror and all confusion.' I had to 
do each figure two or three times 
over, the work occupying two years 
for modeling alone. It was criti- 
cised for l>eing not graphic enough 
from the reai, but that is simply 
nonsense.

It is 
unconstitutional, arresting, full of 
vigor. 

And these are the qualities of 
most of Tilden's sculpture. Is it 
not a little singular that a man 
whose affliction would almost force 
him to live the shut-in life, in 
whom one would expect the con- 
lemplative, the pensive, the senti- 
mental to dominate, is so stiongly 
inspired by physical action ? Nearly 
all of his works are concerned with 
athletics or muscular exertion. 

His first statuette was of a wrest- 
ler. His " fiaseball Pitcher" in 
Golden Gate Park, his "Tired 
Boxer," " Indian Bear Hunt," 
" Footliall Player," which were ex- 
hibited at the Paris Salon aud also 
at the Columbian Exi>osition, his 
""Young Acrobat" or his " Balboa 
Discoveriuy: the Pacific," which re- 
c<»ived a niwlal at the late Paiis 
Ex|»osition, were markedly robust, 
energetic conceptions. His big 
" MecliHiiics' Fountain" iu San 
Francisco represents men o|>erating 
a colossal lever punch with what a 
better critic than my.self has called 
"demoniac activity." The .same 
authority ascribes to the " intoxicat- 
ing atmosphere of California" Mr. 
Tilden's iKild anil unrestrained style 
of composition. 

Just now he is finishing a statue 
of Senator Stephen White, and one 
wonders how this imnetuous hand 
will deal with the figui' 
man in a frock ciwvt.

There are still 
heaped banks once iisi-d as a tiiil- 
wark against prowling Indians, 
though the defence is disfigui-ed on 
account of its having been used as 
a sort of f|efenee during the Civil 
War. Truly, .lamestown Island is 
the most historic spot in the 
country comprising about 1000 
acres. The sturdy Captain .lohn 
Sinilli held a prominent place in 
the thoughts of the visitors^ also 
the ever (o be remembered Poca- 
hontas and Old Powhatan. Tlieie 
was only about 4,5 minutes— a ra- 
ther short time — to exfimine the 
place, in spite of whieh the visitors 
felt that Hie visit there had as more 
than repaid them. 

The swimming at Virginia Beach 
is another a<lventure that makes 
the stay at Norfolk memorable. 
VnW three dozen, both male and 
fenial", surrendered themselves to 
old Neptune's guidance in the surg- 
ing ocean Those that went ' in 
late in the afternoon encountered a 
rather rough sea, the waves were 
high and came sweeping ii|i the 
beach with irreat violence, knock- 
ing df)wn those who were so earo- 
h'ss as not to be on the lookout. 
The watei dashed In our faces ami 
made the women scream and the 
men swear. The ropes were the 
favorite resort of the timid, and 
they rendered pretty good service 
too.

On some 
days it was oppressive for us North- 
erners, who presplYed by the tub- 
fiils. We used up over a dozen 
r!ollars, which just melted away 
after a half hour's stay on our 
necks But, in spile of this incon- 
venience, we all had a grand old 
time, and thank the f»cal (Jom- 
mittee for its pains.

Sunday, August 4th, 1907, will 
ever be remembered as a memor 
al)le day in the annals of the deaf 
of Wheeling, W. Va., and also, in- 
deed, of tlie whole Slate of Wot 
Virginia. And notllie less memor- 
able will it be regarded by the 
Deaf-Muto Missions of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Chnrcli throughout 
the country. On that day at five 
o'clock in the afternoon there was 
laid the cornerstone ef the third 
Episcopal Church for the Deaf in 
the United States. First comes All 
Souls' Cliurch, IMiiladelpiiia, then 
comes St. Ann's Church, of New 
York, and 
Elizabeth's 
WheelinL'. 

At St. Matthew's Church, where 
the deaf-mules of Wheeling have 
belli services for many years, tlie 
opening service of Evening Pray(>r 
and the Lilany was held at three 
o'clock. In the chancel were Rev 
O. J Whildin, Rev. G. F. Flick, 
Mr. .fohn C, Bremer, Mr. Brewster 
Randall AUabough and Mr. Frank 
A. Leitner. The attendance at 
this service was very large, the 
lar«esl at any service" for the deaf 
ever held in St. Maltlunv's. In his 
sermon. Rev. Mr. Whildin spoke 
oarueHtly of the new responsibility 
pl.UMMJ Upon tbe deal" of Wii('oliii)r, 
and of the unusual privileges that 
was now about to be I heirs. 

After ihe service the whole con- 
gregation went in a body to Steen- 
rod Place to witru»ss the corner- 
stone laying. There Ihey found 
assembled an audience of some two 
hundred Those who participated 
in the service were Rev. David W. 
Howard, Rector of St. Matthew's, 
Bev.

Aug. 6, 1907.— The following ap- 
peared in a Hebrew paper in June 
last. 

" Nowhere in the city are there 
any provisions made for tbe re- 
ligious training of Jewish deaf- 
mutes. The need for this of work 
has, of late, made itself felt. 
These deaf-mutes have frequented 
the church especially adapted for 
them in their methods of service. 
Here alone could ,they learn anj'- 
thing of the word of God. But in 
this Christian atmosphere they 
could not feel at home, and with its 
thoughts and sentiment they could 
not be in sympathy. The i-esults 
have been anything but satis- 
factory. The relatives and friends 
of these unfortunate individuals 
have complained regarding this 
sad state of affairs. 

"These complaints having been 
brought forcibly t.o the attention of 
Mr. .lulius Blanckensee and 
through him to Rabl)i Marvin Na- 
than, this matter has been given 
consideration for several weeks. 
Il was felt that something ought to 
be done in behalf of these afflicted 
brethren, and at a meeting of the 
School Board last Sunday it was 
ilecided to make arranuements to 
meet this need in the new Beth 
Israel Synagogite, Thirty-second 
Street and Montgomery Avenue. 
Classes will be formed ami services 
conducted especially for them. A 
committee is to attend the com- 
mencement exercises of the Mt. 
Airy Deaf and Dumb Institution 
on Thursday of this week to consult 
with the authorities in this work 
and to decide upon plans and 
methods of procedure. 

"This proposal of Beth Israel to 
provide for the religious instruction 
of deaf nuileshas been greeted with 
consideration enthusiasm. Quite a 
number of deaf-mutes have sig 
ulfied their intention of availing 
themselves of the opportuuity." 

On Sunday, Juno 30th, a meet- 
ing of deaf-mutes was held at the 
residence of Mr. Julius Blancken 
see, a brother of our Mr. Henry 
Blantilvensee, 3134 Diamond Street, 
to talk over the matter of founding 
a Mission for the Hebrew deaf. 
Although no deflnite steps were 
taken, all seemed heartily in favor 
of the project. 

Another meeting was held »)n 
Sunday, July 2d, 1907, at the re- 
sidence of Mr. Apt, 3147 Diamond 
Street, which was attended by 
twenty-five Hebrew deaf mutes. 
At this meeting Rabbi Marvin 
Nathan was present and made the 
following address in writing, which 
was translated into signs l>y Miss 
Freda Pollock. 

" We called this meeting to show 
you that we are in earnest about 
our work with you, so that you 
might not become di8courage<l. 
We feel more and more that there 
is great need of doing religious 
works in your midst, and that a 
good deal of goo<l can be accom- 
plished. We need have no fear 
about those who will not join us 
now. If we do good work an<l en 
joy it, all your other friends will 
iiear of our doings and will be 
anxious to join our circle. 

We cannot tell just how we are 
going to do our work. Our new 
synagogue will soon be completed. 
For the Holidays, beginning on 
September 9th, we hope to find 
room for you in the synagogue, 
free of charge, and we are going to 
make every ofFort to succeed. The 
building, when finished, will be 
open for your use. Rev. Nathan 
and others will instruct a few in re- 
ligious work and .lewish History, 
and will ask them to take charge of 
the classes Rev. Nathan will learn 
to use your language and will also 
speak to you. You can meet and 
spend a swial hour together. 

When we meet again in Septem- 
ber, we can talk over what to do 
and just how to do it . Tell all 
your friends that we are thinking 
of them and ivill do all we can for 
them. You know you are .Tews 
and want to remain Jews, and wo 
are going to help you in those re- 
solutions. 

We are glad you came together 
to day. We extend our greetings 
and wishes. We cannot do much 
to-<lay ; bul when the season opens 
in September, we shall do and ac 
complish a great deal." 

Afterwards Rabid Nathan held a 
long conversation by writing with 
his deaf friends, receiving and 
answerinar all their questions. It 
seems certain now that the new 
mission will start in the Fall, and 
the welcome is awaited with much 
int«»rest.

Tli« tiallandet Memorial. 

It is proposed to create a memoi ial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D , by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Di s. The present Church 

is ' on 148th Street, just west 

of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feel back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, wliich will form a facade 
U) the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed tiie church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This waa not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for tfie social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " 'i'he Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about t:jO,COO, and the building 
its«»lf, in it>i [Kisition and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
